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Cabbies unite 
against limos 

O Limo company asked for 17 new licences, got eight O Taxi 
companies unconvinced calls for limo services are climbing 


Unicity and Duffy’s Taxi have 
forged a united front against 
the Manitoba Taxicab Board 
and a Winnipeg limousine 
company in hopes the top 
provincial court will slam the 
brakes on the limo company’s 
expansion plans. 

A showdown between the 
two sides has been brewing 
for months after the TCB 
approved giving a handful of 
new licences to London Limos. 

The limo-for-hire company 
says it needs more cars on the 
road to keep up with growing 
demands for service. 

But the cab companies say 
the TCB has denied them 
access to London Limo’s 
business plan, which argues that 
the demand actually exists. 

The cab companies 
want the Court of Appeal to 
allow them to see the business 
plan. 


"The problem I 
have with London 
Limos is that they 
do solicit business 
at the airport just 
by the fact that they 
sit in front of the 
airport entrances.”

They also are asking a judge to 
freeze the TCB’s limo-licensing 
order. 

Adding more private limos 
to an already ultra-competitive 
market just puts added pressure 
on cabbies, Unicity manager Kiys- 
tal Maslow states in a letter to the 
TCB filed with the court. 

“Our drivers are commenting 


to us daily of the added stress of 
their business being ‘stolen’ by 
these limos because they know 
they can manipulate the system 
to get them more cars on the 
road,” she wrote. 

“Our entire fleet is of the same 
understanding that if they 
are so busy, why (are limos) wait¬ 
ing for long periods of time at the 
airport, nightclubs and hotels?” 

And it’s not just local taxi 
companies the limousines 
compete against, Maslow said. 

“We see nightly the sabotage 
these limo drivers do to each oth¬ 
er (at nightclubs and hotels) 
by interfering with other limo 
companies,” the letter reads. 

“This is because the com¬ 
petition to be hired is so fierce 
due to the amount of work 
currently available and the 
increase of more limos being 
licenced.”

Date not set for dike 
breach closure: Premier 


Just five days after breach¬ 
ing the dike, speculation 
is rampant the govern¬ 
ment is about to close it 
again. 

Premier Greg Selinger 
told media yesterday a 
date has yet to be set to 
close the Assiniboine Riv¬ 
er Dike breach at the 
Hoop and Holler Bend, 
but said the situation isn’t 
as dire as first thought. 


Selinger tried to put to 
rest rampant speculation 
that the breach wasn’t 
necessary and that there 
have been massive miscal¬ 
culations in the predicted 
river water volume. 

“The one-in-300 (years) 
event or the worst un¬ 
precedented flooding 
we’ve seen in history was 
something that came as a 
late-breaking surprise to 


everybody that required 
these extra resources be 
brought into play,” the 
premier said. 

The breach at the Hoop 
and Holler Bend has not 
siphoned off as much wa¬ 
ter as expected, with 
flows at about 500 cubic 
feet per second (cfs) when 
the province thought they 
would see flows of 3,000

O Cops ask public for clues in ‘tragic’ homicide 
O ‘Person of interest’ being sought

Homicide investigators are 
turning to the public for 
clues after a young Win¬ 
nipeg woman was found 
dead in her home after an 
attack. 

A relative of Gina Swan¬ 
son, 33, found her dead in 
her Edderton Avenue 
home just before noon Sat¬ 
urday. 

Swanson was the victim 
of a physical assault and 
died of her injuries. 


Police are asking any¬ 
one who may have seen 
any suspicious activity, 
people or vehicles in the 
1000 block of Edderton or 
at the TD Bank at Pembina 
Highway and McGillivray 
Boulevard between 5 a.m. 
and 8 a.m. Saturday to con¬ 
tact them. 

The bank is roughly a 
kilometre south of Swan¬ 
son’s home. A “person of 
interest” may have gone 
there in that timeframe, 
said police. 

Police released few oth¬ 
er details regarding the 


killing, citing a need to 
safeguard details their in¬ 
vestigation. They wouldn’t 
say if a weapon was used 
nor if the victim had been 
robbed or sexually assault¬ 
ed. 

“The forensic aspect of 
this investigation is contin¬ 
uing,” said Const. Jason 
Michalyshen. 

“This is a tragic event.”

Man charged in boating 
death has prior DUI record

The man accused of causing 
the death of a friend in an 
impaired-boating mishap at 
The Forks in Winnipeg has 
amassed six prior convic¬ 
tions for impaired-driving 
crimes — five of them com¬ 
ing in less than a decade. 

Johnny Petriew, 35, was 
last sentenced to 10 months 
in jail in March 2010 after 
pleading guilty to drunk 
driving, driving while dis¬ 
qualified and drinking 
while out on bail pending 
trial. 

The admission marked 
his fifth impaired-driving 
conviction — and fourth 
stint in jail — since July 
2001. 

He also has a 1994 con¬ 
viction for having care and 
control of a vehicle while 
intoxicated. 

Petriew was arrested last 
Saturday and charged with 
impaired operation of a ves¬ 
sel causing death after the 
small boat he and a 37-year- 
old friend were in capsized 
on the Assiniboine River. 

Petriew managed to 


scramble to some drift¬ 
wood and was rescued, but 
the other man went under 
the rushing water and is 
presumed drowned. It is 
currently too dangerous for 
police divers to search for 
him. 

Petriew is presumed in¬ 
nocent and the allegations 
against him have not been 
proven. 

At his last sentencing 
hearing, Judge Linda Gies- 
brecht chided Petriew for 
his record. 


He told court he had 
committed to being drug 
and alcohol-free. 

“I want to change my 
life for the better,” he told 
her. 

“You have a couple of 
kids,” said Giesbrecht. 
“How would you feel if one 
day they were off to school 
and a drunk driver 
smashed through some 
intersection and kills one 
of them, or puts them in 
a wheelchair?”

Blindfolded and hand¬ 
cuffed, Dorothy Parvaz 
spent a night in a Syrian 
courtyard listening to the 
wails of young men being 
beaten until their voices 
were hoarse. 

It was the first night af¬ 
ter the British Columbia 
journalist was detained by 
Syrian officials while trav¬ 
elling to Damascus on as¬ 
signment for A1 Jazeera’s 
English-language news 
network. 

She had no idea if any¬ 
one knew what had hap¬ 
pened to her, she said in 
her first public comments 
since her ordeal ended 
Tuesday. 

“I’m fairly certain (it 
was) for that purpose, to 
scare me, and I heard two 



separate interrogations 
and beatings,” she said in 
an interview with Qatar- 
based A1 Jazeera, posted 
yesterday on the news or¬ 
ganization’s website. 

“I really felt like nobody 
knew where I was, who I 
was.” 


Syrian authorities said 
they deported Parvaz May 
1 to Iran, where she also 
has citizenship. No one 
heard from her until Tues¬ 
day, when Iranian authori¬ 
ties released her 18 days 
after she left Doha for Syr¬ 
ia. 

Her release was re¬ 
ceived with elation by her 
family, friends and her fi¬ 
ance, Todd Barker, who 
have rallied for her free¬ 
dom while knowing very 
little about her conditions.

O McDonald’s defends mascot against irresponsible marketing accusations 


His floppy shoes, painted- 
on smile and flaming-red 
hair may be a harder sell to 
today’s kids who are trad¬ 
ing in their dolls and trucks 
for manicures and mobile 
game apps at ever younger 
ages. 

He also seems out of step 
with McDonald’s Corp.’s 
new efforts to appeal to 
adults. The 48-year-old 
spolcesclown fell flat in new 
ads this year, according to 
Ace Metrix, a U.S. group 
that tracks TV advertising. 


And the U.S. government 
is getting strict on market¬ 
ing unhealthy food to chil¬ 
dren. That has both 
marginalized Ronald as 
more of a mascot than a 
product pitchman and 
landed him in the middle of 
the bigger debate about 
food makers’ responsibili¬ 
ties in stemming the rise in 
childhood obesity. 

McDonald’s says it is 
proud of the food it offers 
and that Ronald teaches 
children to be active. 


Critics say it’s time to 
hang up the yellow jumper. 
A group called Corporate 
Accountability Internation¬ 
al plans to ask Ronald to re¬ 
tire at the company’s 
annual meeting today. They 
say Ronald encourages kids 
to eat junk food, contribut¬ 
ing to a rise in childhood 
obesity and related diseases 
such as diabetes. 

The group, which cam¬ 
paigned against the Joe 
Camel cigarette mascot in 
the 1990s and complained 


about Ronald as a role mod¬ 
el at McDonald’s annual 
meeting last year, has 
stepped up its campaign. 

It took out full-page ads 
yesterday in the Chicago 
Sun-Times, New York Metro 
and four other papers to 
call for his head. 

The ads, signed by more 
than 550 health groups and 
professionals, carry the 
headline, “Doctors’ Orders: 
Stop Marketing Junk Food 
To Kids.”

If you’re looking for a new 
challenge and have the 
opportunity to run a 
marathon, I would definitely, 
if I were you, run in the other 
direction as fast as you can. 
That’s the only running I’ll 
recommend, though. 

Before you get any ideas about 
“healthy living,” keep in mind where the 
marathon originated: According to Greek 
legend, passed down by generations of 
Wikipedia writers, Pheidippides (or “Dip¬ 
py,” as his friends called him) ran from a battle to 
faraway Marathon, cleverly keeping his bearings by stay¬ 
ing to the right of numerous orange traffic cones. 

Powered only by steely determination and Gatorade 
tables eveiy three kilometres, Dippy ran without 

stopping because, as classi-

cal paintings depicting the 
event illustrate, he wasn’t 
wearing pants. Arriving in 
Marathon and conveying 
his final, brave message to 
his superiors (“They’ve tak¬ 
en our pants!”), he 
collapsed and died. 

I can confirm the validi¬ 
ty of this Marathon legend, 
too, because I just ran a 
half-marathon four days 
ago and I’m definitely half¬ 
dead. 

So I speak from 
experience when I say that 
if you want to run a long 
race, you should find some¬ 
thing more fun to do, such as unnecessary dental 
surgery. The Marathon legend actually understates the 
difficulties, because it leaves out when Pheidippides’ 
skipped beers with his friends on the weekend because 
he had to train. 

My point is that if you take part in a marathon, you 
are signing up for an event that killed its first 
participant. It would be like registering for the annual 
Titanic Ship Race and Iceberg Avoidance Festival. 

So I’m begging you not to make the same mistakes I 
made. I started six years ago, with a full marathon, 
which is exactly 26 miles, or 7,500 kilometres. It was be¬ 
yond difficult and only with the finish line in sight did I 
surge ahead, passing a woman in her late 60s who, judg¬ 
ing by her facial expression, may not have been entirely 
aware she was in a race. 

So I finished second-to-last, yet I still enjoyed myself 
and have been referred to since as The Penultimate War¬ 
rior — at least when I’m looking in the mirror and no 
one else is around. 

And therein lies the problem with running. Here I am 
complaining about it, but I CAN’T STOP. It’s a gruelling, 
painful, sometimes demoralizing experience and, yet, 
there’s something when you’re running that tells you 
it’s one of the best things you’ve ever done. 

And if you start, well, I can’t be held responsible for 
what happens. Keep a close watch on your pants.

Colorado wildlife commissioners 
voted to send a letter to the U.S. Bu¬ 
reau of Land Management expressing 
concerns over how the project would 
affect the sheep, according to the 
Pueblo Chieftain. 

Christo says protecting wildlife 
and the environment is important 
and he will address the concerns that 
were raised. 

His ideas have hit resistance 
before.

In 1994, Biyan accompa¬ 
nied her father to Slovakia, 
the homeland he left 43 
years earlier.

of Belonging project in 
1998. Six years — and thou¬ 
sands of letters, calls, visits 
and media appeals later — 
Bryan and team had locat¬ 
ed an artist representative 
from every world nationali¬ 
ty and every aboriginal 
group. 

“The determination was 
this would be our portrait 
as a nation and at the same 
time a model for how we 
should live,” says Biyan. 

Sew what? If you’re writ¬ 
ing the Quilt of Belonging 
off as an overrated com¬ 
forter, think again. In addi¬ 


tion to “the threads that 
bind” concept, the big blan¬ 
ket contains some deep 
symbolism, such as carbon 
molecule-shaped panels, 
the full light spectrum and 
an assortment of material. 

“It goes from sealskin to 
miniature carpets to but¬ 
terfly wings to fibre weav¬ 
ing,” says Biyan. “People 
put in treasures from their 
family or they made new 
things, so you have the so¬ 
phisticated and the naive 
side by side but and when 
you look at it as a whole, it 
holds together.”

of them. 

Think of this as a time 
to clear your closet - clean¬ 
ing and updating in one 
fell swoop - by strategical¬ 


ly paring down your 
wardrobe, making a few 
new additions and finding 
shelf space for those items 
that truly are timeless. 


Even something as sim¬ 
ple as knit leggings, a sta¬ 
ple now, were a fashion 
“don’t” a decade ago. They 
could go into hibernation 
again. And, chances are, 



anyone who kept their stir¬ 
rups from the Culture 
Club-era still can’t make 
those look modern. 

Adam Glassman, fash¬ 
ion director at O, The 
Oprah Magazine, says any¬ 
thing you haven’t worn in 
two years should be boot¬ 
ed from the valuable closet 
real estate. He used to say 
one year, he explains, but 
he is allowing for a little 
more flexibility in size 
fluctuation, popular 

colours and immediate 
trends. 

After that, though, the 
items — unless they’re ex¬ 
pensive, top-tier designer 
pieces in beautiful fabrics 
with precision cuts — 
should go. It’s romantic to 
think that other items, 
even pricey ones, could 
wear that “vintage” label 
someday, but, in reality, 
few things do. 

“Very high-end stuff, 
like (French design label) 
Balmain, you can save that 
because, eventually, it 
could be a collector’s item. 


I have friends who hold on 
to Prada like that,” says 
Glassman. “But that’s a 
small percentage of what’s 
out there. You don’t need 
to save H&M, Gap, Zara.” 

Most closets are clut¬ 
tered with stuff that hasn’t 
seen the light of day in a 
very long time, says Jackie 
Conlin, a personal style 
consultant in San Francis¬ 
co. “Timeless pieces are re¬ 
al gems,” she says. “I like 
the idea of timelessness, 
but the way things change 
so rapidly, a look is going 
to change and your look is 
going to change.” 

She advises a “classic 
wardrobe with punches of 
personality,” including a 
trench coat that, if it’s not 
a Burberry, is made in the 
brand’s spirit, in a neutral 
colour, and a tailored and 
trim silhouette; pencil 
skirts and pencil black 
pants; and shift and sheath 
dresses. 

Conlin puts a white 
blouse or man-tailored but¬ 
ton-down on the list, but 
Glassman warns that those 
can be tricky to keep be¬ 
cause, even protected in 
the closet, they’ll yellow 
over time. 

They do agree that keep¬ 
ing traditional handbags, 
clutches and totes, for in¬ 
stance, and high-heel 
pumps (probably just the 
round-toe ones) makes 
sense as long as they’re in 
good condition. Heavily 
embellished accessories, 
however, might be perfect 
donations for a little girl’s 
dress-up box.

Hardening your plants won’t be that hard 


DIY IDEAS 


The May long weekend 
usually signals it’s time to 
move seedlings that have 
been growing indoors out¬ 
side into planters and gar¬ 
dens. 

This process is called 
transplanting. Before 
transplanting, it is wise to 
harden your plants to en¬ 


sure they take to their 
new environment. DIY 
Network Canada’s Desper¬ 
ate Landscapes (weekdays 
at 8:30 p.m. ET/5:30 p.m. 
PT) offers a guide to hard¬ 
ening and transplanting. 

Harden Up 

Seedlings that were 
grown indoors under arti¬ 
ficial light or on a window 
sill need to be acclima¬ 
tized to the outdoors to 
ensure they continue to 


thrive in their new, harsh¬ 
er conditions. 

This process is called 
hardening and is very 
simple. After the last 
frost, begin to place your 
seedlings outdoors for 
two to three hours at a 
time during the day. 

Place them in a shady 
area that is protected 
from wind. Continue this 
for three days. After the 
third day, leave the plants 
outside for longer periods 


of time gradually building 
up to 10 hours. By day 
seven, seedlings can re¬ 
ceive direct sunlight. Re¬ 
member to bring them 
indoors every night. After 
two weeks, the seedlings 
are ready to be transplant¬ 
ed. 

Transplant Away 

Transplanting should be 
done on a cloudy day in 
the late afternoon to give 
the plants time to adjust 


to their new environ¬ 
ment. 

Also, consider bringing 
the container with the 
seedlings outside to the 
new pot or garden so the 
soil-to-soil move happens 
quickly. When ready to 
transplant, locate the root 
of the seedling. If grown 
in a container, the 
seedlings are likely to 
have formed a root ball. 
Break apart the root ball 
as gently as possible to 


avoid root damage. Light¬ 
ly watering the soil can 
assist this process. 

Dig a hole in the new 
pot or garden that is deep 
enough to contain the 
plant’s roots. Transfer the 
seedlings to the hole and 
pack the soil around the 
roots, leaving the soil 
loose near the top and wa¬ 
ter.

Manitoba taxpayers won’t 
subsidize an NHL team in 
Winnipeg but the province 
will consider everything 
else in its power to score 
the return of professional 
hockey, Premier Greg 
Selinger said yesterday 

He said the province isn’t 
involved with the negotia¬ 
tions between True North 
Sports and Entertainment 
Ltd. and the Atlanta Thrash¬ 
ers. But provincial officials 
have been in constant con¬ 
tact with the True North 
team for over a year about 
the possibility of bringing a 
team back to the city, 
Selinger said. 

“We have no interest as a 
provincial government in 
supporting the operations 
of a hockey team,” Selinger 
said. 

He then added that does¬ 
n’t mean Manitoba can’t 
make the city a desirable 
place for the Thrashers. The 
province could help with 
any renovations that might 
need to be done to the 
downtown MTS Centre to 
support a team, he said. 

“We will work closely 
with them to ensure there 
can be success in Manito¬ 
ba,” he said. 

“They’ll look after the 
NHL franchise. If we can do 
more to support the build¬ 
ing, serving a strong public 
role, we’ll consider that.”

For his golf, Tiger Woods is 
about to fall out of the top 
10 in the world for the first 
time in 14 years. For his star 
power, he still ranks ahead 
of any other athlete. 

Woods, whose last win 
came 18 months ago at the 
Australian Masters, will 
drop to at least No. 11 in 
the next world ranking 
published Monday. It will 
be the first time he is out of 
the top 10 since he was No. 
13 April 6, 1997, the week 
before he won the Masters 
for the first time. 

Forbes, meanwhile, says 
he is still the No. 1 celebrity 
in the sports world. 

Woods checks in at No. 6 
on Forbes’ annual “Celebri¬ 
ty 100” list of the most 
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powerful people or groups 
in the entertainment busi¬ 
ness. Lady Gaga tops the 
overall rankings, followed 
by Oprah Winfrey, Justin 
Bieber, U2 and Elton John. 

Miami Heat star LeBron 
James is the second-ranked 
athlete behind Woods at 
No. 10. Kobe Bryant of the 
Los Angeles Lakers is 14th. 


Forbes estimated Woods’ 
total earnings last year to 
be $75 million US, making 
him the highest-paid ath¬ 
lete. The magazine put 
Biyant’s earnings for the 
last 12 months at $53 mil¬ 
lion, followed by James at 
$48 million and four-time 
major winner Phil Miclcel- 
son at $47 million. 

Woods started the year 
at No. 2 and has been 
steadily dropping points.
